* On the 7th of May, the veffel fprung a leak, 
and obliged us to take to the {mall boat, about 200 
leagues from land. At 5, A.M. we found, on 
‘founding the pump, 2 feet eight inches water in the 
well, though the fhip had been pumped out at 4, A. 
M. At 6, A, M. finding her ftill to gain apon the 
pumps, turned all hands to baling and pumping. 
At 10, A. M. the thip having gained to five feet 
water in the well, it was thought neceffary to heave 
rice over board, both pumps going and baling. At 
4+ P. M. there being then nine feet water in the 
well, hoifted out the boat in readinefs, and {till con- 
tinued pumping and baling; but finding all our en- 
deavours ineffectual to keep the thip above water, 
and the eople being worn out with fatigue, at 9, P. 
M. the vater thea touching the lower deck beams, 
the peosle left off pumping, and endeavoured to 

rocure rafts for their fafety, our boat being os | 
barge enough to carry ten people. At half pa 
nine, left the thip; and Continued aftern of her till 
eleyen-o’clock, when the fuddenly difappeared.

cers, the gunner, and five people, were 
faved, after having becu ety days in the boat,

They were twenty-five days at fea upon 
the raft, during which time five of the eleven died 
for want of food.

The thips juft arrived from India bring the fol- 
lowing account :———=** Tippoo, with a large army, 
is in the environs of Adoni, making the neceflary 
-atrangements for his enfuing campaign; when it is 
to be expedted he will be bufily engaged, as he will 
have to contend with a force, which, im point of 
numbers, is very far fuperior to his own.——L'he 
approaching moment will be the moft important of 
his life, as every thing, liberty, kingdom, life, all 
depead upon the event of it. Tt is then very natu- 
ral to imagine that his ficuation of mind malt be 
"painfully agitated, and full of anxiety. He is con- 
ftancly engaged in formiag plans, and difciplining 
his troops, many of whom are dilaffected, and it is 
fuppofed, they will either be neater in action, or go 
over to the enemy. This circumitance is well 
‘known to ‘[tppoo, and mutt add confiderably to his” 
uneafinefs ; he is ufing every means towards coacill- 
ation; but fuch is the genius of the people with 
whom he has to deal, that ioveteracy, or difcontent 
once entertained, is hardly ever to be eradicated ; 
aad‘ no confidence can be placed in them, although 
they may make the molt folemn prote(tations to that 
effet. 

‘¢ The Mahrattas, with the Nizam’s army, had

“ The India Gazettes, which were brought by the 
laft thips from Bengal, fhew that the troubles in In- 
dia are rifing to an alarming height. The Mahrat- 
tas and Tippoo Saib are at open war. ‘The Myfore 
troops have received a check; and the Mahrauas, 
flufhed with victory, are proceeding to attack Tip- 
poo’s fortreffes. ‘The Nizam has declared for the 
Mahrattas he is a very powerful Mahometan 
Prince, and having, «turing all the late troubles, ob- 
ferved a ftri@ neutrality, now enters into action with 
his coffers full of money, and his country full of 
people. Such an ally certainly gives to the prefent 
war a formidable afpect. 

+ On the eaftern fide of Europe the horizon wears 
an ¢qually lowering appearance. The Rufhians and 
Turks, according to every account from either 
country, are upon the eve of hoftilities. In this fi- 
tuation of things, it cannot be concealed that France 
pofleffes the honourable, happy, and enviable diftinc- 
tion of arbitrator. In India, the, by her inffuence 
with Tippoo, can extend the war, or oblige that reft- 
lefs Prince to theath the fword. Nor is her power 
in the T'urkith councils lefs confiderable. ‘Thus in 
Afia and Europe fhe can foment the flames of dif. 
cord, or diffufe the blefings of peace: and there is 
no doubt of her. adopting fuch meafures.as the may 
conceive beft calculated to promote her own interelt, 
on the ruins.of rival powers.

1786; «© We 
were fondly congratulating each other on havin 
travelled from one end of the world to thé then 
frequented whole generations of men unknown hi. 
therto, unjultly by us fet down as barbarians, and 
reached the diftant fpot, without the lofs of a fin e 
man, when, On the 13th of July la(t, being in lati 
tude within fifteen leagues of a port in 
North America, an unexpected catattrophe hath 
plunged us into the deepelt forrow. The fea broke 
in with great violence at the entrance of the harbour 
which formed a‘kind of bar, more or lefs dangerous 
according to the {tate of the tide. In order to try 
the proper foundings, three boats were difpatched 
under the command of Monf. De/cures, Knight of St 
Louis, to whom the commander in chief delivered 
proper initruCtions in writing. But, whether they 
were {trictly obeyed, or a the boats could not 
{tem the current and were carried off by its rapidi- 
ty, we know not-—the fad is, The.one commanded 
by Monf. De/eures and another have never been 
heard of. The third came back to bear the melan- 
choly tidings of a cataftrophe which they had wit- 
neffed, and which it was not in their power to pre- 
vent ; nor even could they afford any afliftance fo 
their unfortuaate companions. Dy this ever las 
mentable event, we have loft twenty men, the old- 
eft of them not yet in his 34th year, and fix of our 
beit and moft zealous officers; amongit thefe we 
have to deplore the death of the fons of Monf.

The cafe of Kilbarchan, which this day canie be- 
fore the Affembly, is thortly this: Upon the death 
of Mr Warner, the late minifter of Kilbarchan, in 
March 1786, all the heritors: of any confequence 
immediately calt their eyes upon Mr Patrick Max- 
well, preacher of the gofpel, who had long refided 
among them with the family of Milliken, as a per- 
fon in every way qualified to ferve the cure.
